Mr Agazziz’s bust by Preston Powers, was examined, and Mr Robinson’s letter about it 
read. To be exhibited only. 

Mr Heilbuth’s letter about his Pincian Hill 
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Mr Andrews’ letter to him from F. Heilbuth was read. In it the artist protests that he 
never painted a replica of his Pincian Hill as stated last year by Carl Grant Esq. 

The Committee re-affirmed their decision not to buy a sett of “French Aquarellistes”, as 
made before when offered. 

Mr Corrao’s copy of “Lost Dogs” was passed. 

It was proposed that the next committee A meeting A be held at 9.30. a.m. and Mr 
Kauffmann will write to Mr Clark to see if he can attend at that hour, in order to get 
through their work before the Trustees assemble at their Annual Meeting, at noon .

Visit to the opening of Messr Walters’ new Galleries in Baltimore 
Description of the Pictures 

Went to Baltimore to attend Mr Walters’ reception on opening his new art galleries. A 
Pullman car was ready to receive the guests including Dr. Welling, Messrs Matthews, 
Hyde, J. C. & F. B. McGuire, Clark, & Mr. Kauffman (Professor Baird & Mr Corcoran 
prevented by illness), several foreign ministers, Chinese & Japanese among them, & 
some gentlemen connected with the press. At Baltimore carriages conveyed us to Mr 
Walters’ house, where he & his son received us with cordiality. I receiv was sorry to see 
the former so changed since I last saw him. His attacks of rheumatism or gout have aged 
him very much. The galleries realized my expectations. The old picture gallery is 
converted into a superb collection of keramic ware, with in cases, & are enormous 
Japanese bronze of dragons in the centre. Beyond this is another but smaller room 
chiefly filled with bronzes. This leads into his new picture gallery which is more than 
twice the size of the old one, and the curve of the ceiling is richly decorated with bronze 
decorations of foliage. In this gallery are hung over 150 paintings, & not an indifferent 
one among them - in fact they are all master - pieces , and some of the costliest ki nd. 

There are many novelties, & all first class. Among them ' Tin Accident ” by Dagnan, for 
color, character, & realistic treatment unsurpassable. Many consider it the finest picture 
in the Collection. Gerome’s “Christian Martyrs” representing a crowded Roman circus, 
where a group of Christmas are at their devotions in the arena, before being devoured by 
wild beasts. In the foreground the animals are entering, the foremost a large lion is in the 
arena but stands erect with uplifted head surveying the nightly throng with surprise. 
Behind him a lioness & tiger are coming up the steps. It is said the artist was 20 years 
engaged on it. It is an impressive work, but to me, has many some, faults. The lion is 
thought too large, & looks more like a bronze figure of one. The coloring also, is too 
cold and the figures of the martyrs, want substance. The “ Night Watch ” by Riviere is a 
great thought impressively rendered. Through the deserted ruins of an ancient city A of 
Syria A are seen prowling by moonlight, a lion & lioness. The color is rather 
monotonously yellow. I am told that Mr W. paid $17,000 for the work. All the pictures 
are better lighted than in the old gallery. My first impression of the Tademas a year ago, 
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is confirmed about the want of expression in the faces of “Sappho & Alcaeus , and also of 
the Catullus . One would hardly think “ burning ” Sappho, looked so grave, or that Alcaeus 
looked A so A wanting in inspiration or even animation during the recital of his lyric appeal 
to her. In truth the perfect imitation of the marble floor & seats seem to attract the eye of 
many visitors more than, the characters. Along the centre of the Picture Gallery, are 
arranged cases containing the most exquisite specimens of Japanese bronzes & laquer. 
The guests having for hours examined these works of Art, partook of an elegant 
collection served up in the thorough style of choice dishes with fine wines, for which Mr 
W’s table is remarkable. Among them the ever honored & universally 
appreciated Terrapin Stewed , the dish peculiar to Baltimore. The party left at 3 p.m. 
Many distinguished persons, including artists pf New York, Phila & Balt, were there.

He 
tells me that when in Turin in 1872, Chierici, or his agent, offered him a copy of “Mask”, 
& three others of the same subject, differently grouped - for $600 a piece - $2400 for all, 
while we paid Avery $2500 for the Mask” alone! I have always thought the “Mask” in 
the Milan Gallery , as the original, but the date of that is 1873 , and ours in 1874. It looks 
as if Chierici had deceived all his purchases into the belief of their copies were the 
originals, and Mr Avery must have known ours was a copy, when he charged $2,500 for 
it.

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3 That all such purchases shall be authorized by the Board of Trustees A at regular or 
called meetings A and therefore the resolution giving the Art Committee power to buy any 
work for a sum not over $4,000, in rescinded, but the Trustees can empower the Art 
Committee, or any member, or any other person, to purchase any specially fine work. 

That out of one third of the revenue it is not expected that works of art must be bought, 
but it is ordered understood that the funds be reserved for the purchase of any great work. 

Messrs Hyde, Matthews, & McGuire were appointed a Special Committee to prepare a 
plan for the safe keeping of the Funds of the Institution. 

On motion of Mr McGuire, it was ordered that the A Japanese A musical Instruments & 
other curiosities in the Bronze Hall be transferred to the Smithsonian Institution Museum 
until called for by this Gallery. 

On motion of Mr McGuire, $175 was appropriated A to the Art Committee A for the 
payment of a frame for Church’s painting of “Niagara”. 

A letter was read from Mr. John G. Meem, Va. offering to exhibit in this gallery Barbee’s 
“Coquette (statue) provided the Gallery would pay the expenses of boxing & 
transportation.
